—Agricultural credit activity has 
returned to approximately normal 
after a five-year period of drastic 
readjustm ent, the Departm ent of 
Agriculture reports. 
Mortgage holdings of life insur­ 
ance companies and Federal lend­ 
ing agencies have decreased stead­ 
ily since 1935, while commercial 
banks and private lending agen­ 
cies increased their 
holdings 
of 
farm mortgages, according to the 
department. 
“Increased 
agricultural 
pros­ 
perity, evidenced by larger farm 
income, increased prices of farm 
products and the rising value of 
farm real estate formed the back­ 
ground supporting this resump­ 
tion of normal credit conditions,’’ 
the departm ent said. 
Foreclosure Drastically Reduced 
The wave of m ortgage foreclos­ 
ures which swept the country at 
the depth of the 
depression, 
de­ 
creased sharply with the return 
of more normal farm income, the 
report showed. 
Fewer than 
I 
per cent of farm m ortgages were 
foreclosed in 1936 and 1937, it was 
believed. 
The farm m ortgage holdings of 
life insurance companies reached 
a peak of $2,173,000,000 in 1928, 
decreased 
each 
subsequent year 
and fell to $897,000,000 on July I, 
1937, the departm ent said. 
Farm m ortgage loans of open 
commercial banks reached a peak 
of $1,500,000,000 prior to the4 de­ 
pression and then decreased stead­ 
ily through 1935. 
With improve­ 
ment in farm prosperity the lend­ 
ing of private banks picked up. 
Commercial 
banks 
increased 
their m ortgage loans from $488,- 
000,000 on Jan. I, 1937, to $504,- 
000.000 on June 30, 1937. The shift 
in farm 
loans 
was 
principally 
from a long-term basis under life 
insurance lending too short-term 
loans by commercial banks. 
Federal Agencies Used I>*ss 
The federally sponsored 
agen­ 
cies showed a decrease in hold­ 
ings of farm m ortgages last year. 
A peak of $2,902,834,000 of Fed­ 
eral Land Bank and Land Bank 
Commissioner loans was reached 
on Oct. 31, 1936. 
By Oct. 31, 1937, the loans out­ 
standing 
of 
these 
agencies, 
amounting to $2,862,000,000, was 
less than at the end of any month 
since November. 1935. 
The de­ 
crease was attributed to increased 
collection of principal and a de­ 
cline in liquidation of loans by 
foreclosure. 
“The current demand for new 
m ortgage loans apparently is de­ 
creasing despite increased demand 
for funds to finance the purchase 
of farm s,’’ the report said.
